In 2006, 9,200 fireworks-re- 
lated injuries were treated in 
U.S. — hospital. emergency 
rooms. Forty-nine percent of 
the emergency room fireworks- 
related injuries were to the ex- 
tremities and 46 percent were to 
the head. 

Of those injuries to the ex- 
tremities, 37 percent were to 
the hands or fingers. Fifty-five 
percent of the 2006 fireworks 
injuries were burns, while 30 
percent were contusions. and 
lacerations. 

“People need to understand 
that fireworks can be extremely 
dangerous if they are not used 
correctly,” said Samille Jack- 
son, health educator with the 
Injury Division at the Alabama 
Department of Public Health. 
“Adults should be very carefil 
when using fireworks and chil- 


by fireworks’ were under the 
age of 15, 

The risk of injury by fire- 
works was — two-and-a-half 
tithes as high for children ages 
10-14 compared to the general 
population, Males accounted 
for 75 percent of fireworks in- 
juries in 2006. 

Despite popular belief, in- 
juries ate not only occurring to 
individuals using homemade or 
illegal devices, People are sus- 
taining injuries and even being 
killed as a result of using, man- 
ufacturing, transporting and 
storing federally regulated fire- 
works, 

In 2006, 90 percent of the 
emergency room fireworks in- 
juries involved firéworks' that 
federal regulations permit con- 
sumers to use, Sparklers, foun- 
tains, and novelties’ alone 
accounted for 28 percent of the 
emergency room fireworks in- 
juries. 

“The best way to prevent 
fireworks-related injuries is to 
leave fireworks displays to the 
trained professionals,” said 
Jackson. “Professionals are the 


'» ones most capable of using fire- 


works properly,” 

For those who-do decide to 
use fiteworks this Fourth of 
July holiday, the following 
safety tips are recommended: 

* Do not let children under 14 
years of age use fireworks. 

* Supervise individuals under 
age 18. 

* Only buy from reliable fire- 
works sellers; read and follow 
all the warnings and instruc- 


tions.

* Do NOT try to re-light or 
handle malfunctioning fire- 
works; soak them in water and 
throw them away, 

* Be sure other people are at a 
safe distance away. before light- 
ing fireworks. 

* Never ignite fireworks in a 
container — especially a glass or 
metal one. 

* Store fireworks ‘in a cool, 
dry place according to their 
specific storage instructions. 

* Never experiment or at- 
tempt. to make your own fire- 
works, 

* Do hot wear loose clothing 
near a fire or while using fire- 
works. 

* Rockets should be launched 
from a rocket Jauncher, notea 
bottle. 

There are no “safe and sane” 
fireworks, Fireworks and 
sparklers are designed to ex 
plode or throw off showers of 
hot sparks at temperatures that 
may exceed '1200°F. 

Light sparklets one’at'a time 
at: arm’s length, Always wear 
gloves while holding a sparkler 
and never give one to a child 
under 5 years of age. 

Educate children (of all ages) 
about the dangers of fireworks 
and teach them to practice 
safety at all times.

Kelly began his presentation 
by telling club members that he 
has been the victim of identity 
theft, which is basic: ally defined 
as someone wrongfully obtain- 
ing and using another person's 
personal data, He said identity 
theft is often used for economic 
gain by the thief, 

“This is something every- 
body needs to be aware of be- 
cause it is one of thé fastest 
growing crimes in’ Ameriéa,” 
said Kelly. 

After providing a brief ide 
scription of how he became the 
victim of identity theft, Kelly 
presented club members with a 
brochure from the Federal 
Trade. Commission (FTC). that 
offers ways to avoid: identity 
theft, 

He Said .one should: deter 
identity thieves by safeguarding 
personal: information, detect 
Suspicious activity by. routinely 


monitoring” "financial accounts 
and billing statements and de- 
fend against identity theft by re- 
porting it or closing accounts as 
S00N_ as it is suspected. 

According to the FTC, com- 
mon ways identity theft hap- 
pens includes: 

* Dumpster diving — thieves 
rummage through trash looking

sonal information on it 

* Skimming — Thieves steal 
credit/debit card numbers. by 
using a special storage device 
when processing a card 

* Phishing — Thieves pretend 
(6 be financial. institutions or 
companies and send spam or 
pop-up messages to get peaple 
to reveal their personal infor- 

mation 

* Changing An Addréss - 
Thieves divert billing 'state- 
ments to another location by 
completing a “change of ad- 
dress” form :

Allergies can trigger or worsen asthma and lead to other health 
problems such as sinusitis and ear infections in children. You can distinguish allergy symptoms from a cold 
because a cold tends to be short-lived, results in thicker nasal secretions, and is usually associated with 
sore throat, hoarseness, malaise and fever. Many people with seasonal allergic rhinitis notice a seasonal 
_|pattern with their symptoms, but others may need a doctor's help to find out for sure that pollen is the 
source of their misery. If these symptoms crop up year-round, dust mites, pet dander or another indoor 
allergen could be the culprit. This is known as perennial allergic rhinitis. You should see a doctor 
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in cyen worse nasal congestion. 
Noorsteroidal nasal sprays: NasalCrom (cromotyn sodium) nasal spray (available without a prescription), 
can help prevent symptoms of allergic rhinitis if used before symptoms start. It need to be used more often 
than the nasal steroids, three to four times a day.
